Three retired actors in the 
St. Louis Zoo’s chimpanzee 
show have joined the United 
States. Navy to see the whirl 
and were praised today for serv- 
ice above and beyond the call of 
duty. 

Tony, last of the zoo’s super- 
annuated thespians to be re- 
cruited, left by special aircraft 
this morning for the Aviation 
Medical Acceleration Labora- 
tory at the Naval Air Develop- 
ment Center, Johnsville, Pa. 
There he will follow in the 
footsteps of Alice and Ichabod, 
fellow-actors already mustered 
in, by riding in the Navy’s 180- 
ton centrifuge to help scientists 
find out more about strains de- 
veloped in high-speed flight. 
“We have enlisted the aid of 
chimpanzees,” said Capt. Charles 
F. Gell, director vf the accelera- 
tion laboratory, because with 
their superior muscular 
trength, they can stand accel- 
2 stresses on the order of 
two and a half times what a 
human being can stand.” 

Here to pick up Tony from 
Zoo Director George P: Vierhel- 
ler, Capt. Gell: emphasized that 
the laboratory's four chimpan- 
zees and 40 rhesus monkeys get 
good Navy chow, enjoy commo- 
dious quarters, and. have, in all 
respects, an enviable deal. 
Tony’s enlistment bonus of $450, 
however, went to the city’s zoo 
fund. 

The Naval medical officer, a 
pilot himself, explained that the 
centrifuge machine consists of a 
50-foot arm at the end of which 
is an oblate spheroid gondola, 12 
feet high and équipped like an 
aircraft cockpit. 

By rapid whirling and tum- 
bling of the gondola, Capt. Gell 
said, it is possible to simulate the 
stresses which pilots go through 


out from dives or executing div-

“An aircraft traveling at 600 
miles an hour, turning in a 10- 
mile radius, will generate Gs 
above that which a man can 
stand withont blacking out,” he 
observed. A G is a physical 
measurement expressed as a 
multiple of body weight. 

When the day of Tony’s test 
flight comes, the animal will 
wear a Navy crash helmet, an 
anti-G suit, an anti-exposure 
suit, a Mae West life preserver 
and oxygen equipment. Televi- 
sion and motion picture cameras 
will be trained on him. Instru- 
ments will record heart and 
brain reactions. 

“These chimps have been up 
to 40 Gs and gotten through it 
all right,” said Capt. Gell, who 
is assistant professor of physi- 
ology at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. The average man can 
take no more than four and a 
half without special equipment, 
and a good anti-G suit will en- 
able him to stand another two 
to two and a half Gs. 


Capt. Gell said the chimpan- 
zees “are doing a great service 
for the Navy” in work which has 
saved lives and limbs of pilots. 
Their use, he said, makes pos- 
sible tests which the animals can 
endure with safety but which 
would be borderline for human 
beings. The centrifuge can ac- 
célerate from 0 to 185 miles an 
hour in seven seconds. 

The Navy has no present plans 
for a chimpanzee pilot-training 
program, Capt. Gell told Capt. 
H. K. Edwards, commanding the 
a Naval Air Station here, but it 
may be necessary to give the 
animals some kind of relative 
rank. Ichabod, in service for 
some months, has not yet been 
promoted.

HOT ROD’ MOORE 
ARRESTED. AGAN 
FOR SPEEDING 


Chased 16 Blocks—Vio- 
lates Two Traffic 
Lights—Complains of 
Being Picked On. 


Robert H. (Hot Rod) Moore, 
the city’s most notorious traffic 
law violator, who retains his 
driver’s license despite 23 traf- 
fic convictions since 1948, was 
arrested again early today for 
speeding and violating two elec- 
tric signals, after a 16-block 
chase by police. 

At 3 a.m., Traffic Patrolmen

Pointing out the original 
charge is not subject to parole 
while the lesser charge, though 
still a felony, is parolable, Dowd 
declared that Judge Nangle in 
directing the. reduction was 
usurping the powers of the 
prosecutor and acting in excess 
of his judicial authority. 

Cluck was charged with rob- 
bery in the first degree with a 
dangerous and deadly weapon 
in an information filed last May 
23 by Dowd’s office. The charge 
was based on a $30 robbery the 
defendant is alleged to have 
committed while using a pistol. 

Cluck pleaded not guilty but 
changed his plea to guilty last 
June 14 when Judge Nangle 
voluntarily reduced the. charge 
o a parelable offense and then 


4permitted Cluck to file a pre- 


sentence parole application. 

It was contended by Dowd 
that the judge’s action interfered 
with the proper legal prosecu- 
tion of Cluck and was illegal.

Governor’s eldest son had been 
attending one of the few non- 
segregated schools in Texas. The 
Shivers children being brought 
up in the Catholic faith, his son, 
John Shary, has been attending 
St. Edward's parochial school in 
Austin which has been non- 
segregated for more than a year. 

Another thing that hurt the 
Governor was revelation that he 
had made a profit of $425,000 
on a quickie land deal. 

Although reported in October 
1952, the big-city Texas news- 
papers ignored the court record 
of Hidalgo county until this

With some assurance that 
they will not have to pack up 
and flee south tomorrow, the 
Koreans have buckled down to 
rebuild their homes and shops. 

People Happier. 

In contrast to last July 27, 
when the fighting stopped, the 
man in the street appears 
happier, better fed and better 
clothed today. Certainly, he is 
better off than any time since 
the Communists pushed across 
the Thirty-eighth Parallel four 
years ago. : 

There are almost no big fac- 
tories to indicate rapid recovery, 
though a number are -in the 
works, But there are rows upon 
rows of small stands from 
which Korean merchants peddle 
their wares to the city shopper. 

And there are plenty of 
shoppers. Seoul is bulging with 
people. Ever since the Eighth 
Army relaxed its restriction on 
the réturn of civilians to Seoul, 
the people have been streaming 
back by the thousands. | 

Police estimate Seoul’s popu- 
lation now to be about 1,600,000 
— some 400,000 more than its 
prewar population—and going 
up every day. 

Men and women have taken 
to wearing western clothes. All 
but one of the 203 newly elected 
National Assemblymen, meeting 
for the first time last month, 
wore western business suits. 

The attraction for western 
clothes by the women caused 
one G.I. to remark that a 
United States mail order cata- 
log is probably Korea’s all- 
time best seller. Many soldiers 
purchase clothes and yard goods 
for their Korean girl friends. 

Public transportation has in- 
creased. Seoul’s old streetcars 
are always taxed to capacity. 

Curfew Still Sounds. 

The curfew horn still sounds 
at 10 p.m., but a few Korean 
men and women manage to go 


dancing and dining beforehand 
at one of several night clubs 
which have opened in the last 
year, Two Korean breweries sup- 
plement an amazingly big liquor 
supply in Seoul. , 
Industrially, Korean factories 
are starting to produce, although 
their output is negligible. Lack

The 
Korean farmer is having one of 
the best crops in many years. 

American economists here are 
learning, like their military 
predecessors, that there were 
few opportunities for the Ko- 
reans to develop leadership 
under the 40-year Japanese rule. 
With Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration funds, the republic 
is hiring highly: skilled foreign 
technicians and firms to handle 
the reconstruction: job. A con- 
tract to rebuild the Hwachon 
Reservoir above the Thirty- 
eighth Parallel at a cost of 
$1,000,000 was recently com- 
pleted with an American engi- 
neering firm. The Bechtel Engi- 
neering Corp. of San Francisco 
has contracted to install three 
new thermo-electric power plants 
at a cost of $30,000,000, 

It will be a job to find enough 
technically skilled Koreans to 
run the country’s future in- 
dustry. 

ROK Army Problem. 


There is also the problem of 
the Republic of Korea army. 
When President Syngman Rhee 
learned of plans to gradually 
withdraw United States troops 
from Korea, he sought American 
support for a buildup of his own 
army. The United States con- 
tribution toward maintenance of 
the present 20-division force is 
estimated at about $300,000,000 
annually. Rhee has asked for 
nearly 20 additional divisions. In 


addition to maintenance, tanks, 


big guns and other heavy equip- 
ment will have to be replaced 
from time to time—an additional 
expenditure. 


But Gen. James A. Van Fleet 
said fecently he did not think 
the ROKS could maintain more 
than their present 20 divisions 
in combat conditions. The man- 
power is available, however. 

The key question is this: Is 
South Korea destined to be a 
permanent economic ward of the 
United States? There is no 
ready answer today, but C. Tyler

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Expressways Now 


After 
put expressways which everybody concedes are 
needed, St. Louis now must make up its mind. 
The Missouri Highway Commission has made its 
final decision on routes for the Mark Twain and 

Daniel Boone expressways, The city and N 
can take them or leave them. . 

We had better take them. Community progress 
demands new trafficways, and good sense should 
rule against throwing away the millions et dol- 
lars which the State and Federal Governments 
have offered us. Far too much time has already 
been lost in silly disputes over routes. 

When the state first proposed putting the 
Daniel Boone expressway north of Forest Park, 
residents of that area, Clayton and University 
City protested. Now the. state has decided to 
build to the south on the existing Express High- 
way and opposition has arisen in Richmond 
Heights. 

Some northern city and county property hold- 
ers object to the routing of the Mark Twain 
project, north of Natural Bridge avenue and 
then south of the airport. And in South St. Louis 
a few property holders want the Ozark Express- 
way, whose route has not been finally designated, 
moved closer to the Mississippi. 

The theory of local opposition seems to be 
that expressways should always be built closer 
to somebody else. No matter where they are 
built, somebody is sure to object. 

Certainly the two expressway routes now 
chosen by the state are not ideal, but that is not 
because they come close to some houses. 

The real trouble with the Daniel Boone route, 
especially, is that it will not serve the heavy 
traffic north of Forest Park, as originally planned, 
and it will not give the area an entirely new 
highway which is needed. This is the fault of the 
vociferous opposition to earlier plans. 

But the present routes were chosen as the 
most practical compromise between traffic 
needs and political considerations, and they 
should at least prove adequate. 

The Daniel Boone route will not, as Mayor 
Duggan of Richmond Heights complains, merely 
add to the traffic congestion of the crowded 
Express Highway. That highway seems crowded 
because it is blocked at both ends by stop signals. 
Making it a through expressway with cut-offs to 
side streets will enable it to carry even heavier 
traffic. 

In any case further argument over routes 
seems irrelevant. The state has made up its 
mind, and it is the state which has to build the 
expressways. 

The real question now is not where to build 
the roads but when. The plan is to build them 
over 20 years, as the state gasoline and vehicle 
taxes bring in the necessary revenue. But St. 
Louis needed these expressways five years ago. 
What can be done to build them sooner? 

Both city and county have to issue bonds to 
pay their share of right-of-way costs. Might not 
bonds also be issued to pay for immediate con- 
struction, with the state pledging its tax revenue 
to help pay off the bonds in 20 years? We hope 
local and state officials will investigate the pos- 
sibility. 

Our neighbor, Kansas City, is building ex- 
pressways now. Chicago, Pittsburgh — nearly 
every major city—is constructing for traffic 
needs now. It is time for St. Louis to think of 
building expressways now, and not 20 years after 
every last citizen is perfectly satisfied about 
where to build them. 
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A World Court Ruling 

The International Court of Justice at The 
Hague has ruled against the United States in 
an opinion upholding a decision of the United 
Nations’ Administrative Tr According to 
its 9 to 3 vote, the U.N. now must pay $179,000 
in indemnities to 11 Americans who were dis- 
charged by the U.N. as a result of the United 


States Government loyalty checks. 


The ruling does not interfere with the United 
States’ right to check on the loyalty of Ameri- 
cans in its own delegation to the U.N, It simply 
would establish that the Administrative Tribunal 
has the right te adjudicate contractural matters 
involving the entire U.N. staff and that such 
rulings are final. 

The United States had sought a decision in 
the General Assembly that would reverse the 
awards. Great Britain succeeded last Decem- 
ber in having the issue sent to the International 
Court, As this court’s advisory opinions are 
not binding upon the General Assembly, and the 
United States delegates to the U.N. had said they 
would not abide by the decision, the whole issue 
of the payments is expected to be taken up 
again in the Assembly. 

However, majority opinion in the General 
Assembly was reported to be running against 
the United States at the time Britain maneu- 
vered the issue into the International Court. 
With the support of the International Court now 
behind the Administrative Tribunal, it is un- 
likely that the General Assembly would do any- 
thing to disparage the Tribunal's standing. It 
would be wiser for the United States delegation 
to accept the decision and settle down to more 
important issues. 
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Still a Tax Discrimination 
A teeny weeny bit of discrimination being no 
more defensible than a lot of it, we regret that 
the Senate-House conferees have written into 


the tax bill the principle of discrimination in 


favor of corporation stockholders. 

Under the conference bill, persons receiving 
dividends can deduct the first $50 from their 
taxable income. In addition, they get a tax credit 
‘amounting to 4 per cent of their dividend in- 
come, which is deducted directly from their net 
tax Hability. 


A person with dividend income of $10,000, in 


the original bill, but the principle of discrimina- 
tion in favor of dividend income remains a bad

Security for the rest of Southeast Asia is the 
next order of business following the Indochina 
cease-fire. It is good news therefore that Britain 
and other friendly nations have agreed with the 
United States to the calling of a.conference next 
month to write a defense pact for that region, 
by which the United States and other powers 
in effect would ee the area against 
aggression. | 

In a general way, the United States is already 
committed by its. pledges under the U.N. charter 
to resist aggression anywhere, including South- 
east Asia. The defense pact, however, would 
sharpen up the warning that future military 
aggression there will be collectively withstood. 

The principal problem confronting the West in 
negotiating this pact is the aloofness of so many | 
Asian nations from it. If the Indochinese states 
are left out, as seems to be required by the truce 
agreement at least for the present, only one na- 
tion on the Asian mainland—little Thailand—is 
now a prospective member. 

The other prospective 3 Australia, 
New Zealand, Britain, France and the Philippines 
—are all bound to defend each other by already 
existing treaties. A new Southeast Asia treaty 
which merely extended that relationship to Thai- 
land (population 19,000,000) would not be an 
impressive achievement by itself. 

It is of the highest importance, therefore, to 
associate Asian nations with the Southeast Asia 
defense arrangement on some level or in some 
form. Britain's Foreign Secretary Eden, who 
must be given a large share of the credit for the 
achievement at Geneva, has striven mightily to 
bring India into the picture: He has spoken of 
the possibility that India, Indonesia and other 
Aslan powers might sign non-aggression pacts 
with Communist China even though they stayed 
out of the narrower military alliance. 

Unless the most important Asian nations— 
India above all—can be brought into some de- 
gree of association with the enterprise, the 
Southeast Asia pact may be doomed from the 
start as a Western, not an Asian, project.

This wire was signed by Paul G. Hoffman, 
chairman of the Citizens for Eisenhower in 1952, 
by Howard C. Peterson, finance chairman of that 
organization, and by 21 other prominent individ- 
uals, Even the quickest of glances at the list 
must have made Senator Knowland’s eyes go big 
at such names ag those of Samuel Goldwyn of 
Hollywood, Lewis W. Douglas of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co,, John Cowles of the Min- 
neapolis Star and Tribune, and President Eisen- 
hower’s good friend, Palmer Hoyt of Denver. 

So far as party loyalty goes, the list is rather 
heavily Republican; but the telegram itself 
makes it quite clear that McCarthyism is not a 
party issue. It repudiates the wardheeler’s no- 
tion that, good or bad,.McCarthy might produce 

some votes for the G. O. P. Instead, it declares 
— “at stake are che integrity, dignity and au- 
thority of our highest legislative body.” 

In other words, the Senate will censure Me- 
Carthy or it will cover itself with shame and as- 
sume responsibility for “an abuse of power 
which threatens the orderly and equitable proces- 
ses of our constitutional system.” 

Whatever political expediency may suggest to 


the contrary, it is regrettable that the lack of a 


stronger lead from the White House and more 
positive action by the Senate made such out- 
standing citizens feel compelled to send this 
wire to Washington, But if Washington is timid, 


it is good to have this evidence of American ~ 


courage and fair play from the country. 
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Rubber Tree Program Killed 


The United States rubber research program 
on a 2000-acre tract in Costa Rica is to be closed 
down by the Foreign Operations Administration 
right when it is giving promise of great success. 

Carried on at Los Diamantes for 10 years, the 
project recently resulted in development of a 
hybrid rubber tree that is strongly resistant to 
the “South American blight.” ““ 

It had been expected that within two or three 
years the Costa Rican program would supply 
enough new blight-resistant rubber trees to re- 
move the disease threat both in South America 
and in the Far East. In view of these reports 
it is difficult to understand why this program 
involving a strategie material so vital in time 
of war should be listed for shutdown.

The free nations have yielded a vital strategic position to a 


ruthless totalitarian aggressor. 


The manner of yielding is such 
as to make the next step rather 
easily predictable. The first bite 
of Czechoslovakia that Hitler 
took at Munich was only the pre- 
lude to the last bite that he 
took at Prague. In the same 
Way conditions have now been 
created for another Communist 
bite in Indochina. 


Finnally, Munich wis a his- 
toric point of no return, in the 
sense that the abandonment of 
Czechoslovakia decisively tilted 
the power balance in favor of 
Hitler and against the free na- 
tions. The sequel of Geneva 
will come more slowly, and it 
will be more complex and less 
dramatic in its development, but 
there can be little doubt that the 
abandonment of Indochina will 
also be remembered as the mo- 
ment when the power balance 
tilted decisively against the free 
nations and in favor of the 
Kremlin. 

Unhappy Prospects. 

No one familiar with the local 
situation in Indochina can be 
very hopeful about the future 
of Laos, Cambodia and the bob- 
tailed remnant of Viet Nam that 
remains in French hands. 


Almost every factor will work 
in favor of Communist capture 
of these additional territories. 

In the first place, the set of 
political opinion in all Asian 
countries is most strongly in- 
fluenced by the general estimate 
of which way the bandwagon is 
traveling. The French have suf- 
fered a shattering defeat. Their 
own forces, their own adminis- 
tration, must be demoralized 
thereby. The Viet Namese, the 
Loatians and the Cambodians 
can no longer regard the French 
as reliable protectors, That 
means a great increase of Com- 
munist strength, 

Second, Communist infiltra- 
tion is already well-balanced in 
many of the areas that are sup- 
posed to have been forbidden 
to Communism. 

Until this year, for instance, 
southern Indochina was believed 
to be almost wholly pacified and 
cleaned of Communism, but 
when the crisis of Dien Bien 
Phu revealed the weakness of 
the French, guerrilla activity 
immediately broke out on an im- 
portant scale throughout the 
southern provinces. Even in 
Saigon, the grenade nets, which 
had not been used for years, had 
to be brought out again. It 
can be imagined what is now 
likely to happen, after the Com- 
munist success at Geneva. 

Third, the provisions in the 
Geneva agreement for “regroup- 
ing” of troops are almost wholly 
unenforcible, except against the 
French. 

The Vietminh troops are regu- 
lars, with all the training and 
equipment of regulars, but the 
great bulk of these Vietminh 
regulars are also trained to imi- 


tate the simple peasantry and 
to live as guerrillas. Who can 
suppose that they will peacefully 
march away, abandoning tic 
territory they now hold? 


French Surrender. 


Fourth, the French have 
crossed a kind of Rubicon hy 
making this settlement. They 
have laid down their arms. No 
doubt the Communist high com- 
mand will let the French get 
used to peace for a considerable 
period, doing nothing drastic to 
disturb the settlement for a good 
many months. But if and when 
the French find themselves with 
a new civil war on their hands 
in southern Viet Nam, who can 
suppose they will have tne 
stomach to take up their arms 
again? 

For all these reasons, this 
Geneva settlement must certain- 
ly be regarded as a mere pre- 
lude to a Communist grab for 
the rest of Indochina unless and 
until subsequent events give 
clear, hard proof to the con- 
trary. 

Furthermore, this Indochinese 
settlement must also be ex- 
pected to produce the most far- 
reaching results outside of Indo- 
china. 

The results in Europe may be 
good. French Prime Minister 
Mendes-France has shown him- 
self to be a man of force and 
character, and the Indochinese 
settlement gives him a chance 
to set the French house in order 
at least. 

But against such possible good 
results in Europe must be set 
all the evil consequences which 
are sure to flow in Asia. 


Effect. on Japan. 


The President has recently 
been emphasizing Japan’s essen- 
tial importance to this country. 
Now the Japanese drift to neu- 
tralism can easily become un- 
controllable. By the same token, 
the demonstration at Geneva of 
Communist strength and west- 
ern weakness will increase the 
demoralization in Formosa; 
strengthen the Communists in 
Indonesia and Malaya; threaten 
the pro-Western government in 
Thailand; and greatly increase 
the difficulties of the stoutly 
courageous but sorely beset gov- 
ernment of Burma. 


In short, what has now hap- 
pened, by any sane test, is a 
huge political-strategic disaster. 

This disaster has upset the 
whole horribly precarious .bal- 
ance of power in Asia, most 
probably beyond repair by such 
an expedient as the plan for a 
ar Asian Defense Commun- 

v. 

It is a disaster for which any 
incidental gains in Europe can 
hardly compensate, and it is a 
disaster from which the United 
States Government cannot pos- 
sibly dissociate itself. 

The plain fact is that the 
United States, as leader of the 
West, failed to act when there

ON AGED DESCRIBED 


‘Dramatic Results’ in 


Scientific Paper. 


The « “dramatic results“ of 
lobotomy in the treatment of 
elder chiatric patients is 
descri in a paper prepared 
by Drs. Edwin F. and Margaret 
Gildea of St. Louis for the 
Third Congress of the Interna- 
tional Association of Gerontol- 
ogy, which concluded today a 
five-day meeting at London, 
England. 

Meanwhile, Dr. E. V. Cowdry, 
professor at the Washington 
University School of Medicine, 
was awarded the $1000 Bobst 
award today at the Congress for 
outstanding research into the 
problems of aging. He is di- 
rector of the school’s Wernse 
Cancer Research Laboratory. 
The award is named. for the 
American chemist, Walton Bobst. 

The Gildeas, husband and 
wife who hold Washington uni- 
versity professorships, said the 
brain operation “appears to be 
particularly effective in the 
older, tense, agitated patients 
who have developed fixation on 
painful symptoms of one sort 
or another.” 

They cited the case of an eld- 
erly man who complained of 
“intense and incapacitating 
pain in the left side of the 
chest, accompanied by extreme 
anxiety.” Treatment with drugs 
and electrotherapy brought only 
temporary improvement, the pa- 
per said. 

Finally, in 1949, a lobotomy 
was performed, the Gildeas re- 
ported, and was followed by “an 
immediate relief of symptoms.” 
The patient had a true heart 
ailment from which he died in 
1953, they added, but after the 
lobotomy there was “no return 
of the insomnia, tension, anxiety, 
irritability or other psychiatric 
difficulty.” 

Their paper was based on a 
review of cases at the psychi- 
atric division of the Barnes Hos- 
pital group. Dr. Gildea is pro- 
fessor of psychiatry at Washing- 
ton University, and his wife is 
assistant professor of clinical 
psychology at the university 
medical school. 

In another paper delivered at 
the meeting, Prof. Mildred 
Trotter of the medical school 
reported that the process of 
aging decreases human stature 
by about 1.2 centimeters per 20 
years. 

She explained that the less- 
ened stature is the result of in- 
creased spine curvature, thin- 
ning of the intervertebral car- 
tilages and inability to maintain 
fully erect posture. The effects 
of aging must be considered by 
anatomists who calculate human 
height on the basis of the length 


of certain bones, sha said.

In some cases he said, the whole 
right lobe of the liver—75 to 80 
per cent of the organ—had been 
removed by new surgical tech- 
niques. 1

Pack said, the left lobe regen- 
erates and expands until the 
liver becomes nearly its orig- 
inal size.

N THE first morning in our Current river 
camp everyone was up early. Nephew Pete 
took the rifle and went off up the hollow to 
look for squirrels, Grandson Ricky and I, after 
we'd built the cook- 
ing fire, put on the 
coffee pot and then 
went to bait up the 
rods and try for a 
wall-eyed pike in the 
deep hole in front of 
camp. We left Ginnie 
‘still tucked in her 
bedroll but with in- 
structions to call us 
when it was time to 
cook breakfast. Tiger 
and Mike, after their 
night’s sleep in the 
warm sand, stretchéd 
themselves mightily 
and went for an early 
morning swim. 

It was still a few minutes before sunrise and 
we were trying to hook our second fish when 
Ginnie let out. a whoop. One look brought us 
running, as a dozen half-grown shotes and two 
old mother sows descended in a body. Tom 
Moss had told us about them, warning that 
while they came home at night and wouldn't 
bother us as we slept, they were sure to in- 
vestigate during the daytime so that it wasn't 
safe to leave the grub boxes where they could 
be reached. Our gravel bar was a favorite camp- 
ing ground for fishing parties floating down the 
river—and these pigs had learned there was 
always a chance of sharing such tidbits as extra 
pancakes and eggs fried too tough for even 
fishermen to eat.

RICK AND I CALLED UP THE DOGS, both 
of whom were nonplussed by the tactics of these 
porkers. They barked mightily and took out 
after any pig that ran, oftener than not chasing 
it toward instead of away from us. If the pig 
refused to run, which happened in most cases, 
old Mike left it in disgust while Tiger rubbed 
noses with it. About this time Pete came back 
from his squirrel hunt and we herded the pigs 
out of camp. 

A few moments later we heard laughter from 
Pete, up on the high bank where we'd parked 
the cars. We scrambled up there too late to see 
the fun. But the night before, I'd left a car 
door open in case the dogs felt more at home 
there than beside the campfire. And when 
Pete got to the car, he found one pig sitting on 
the back seat, gazing out the window; and an- 
other caught between the seats down on the 
floor where it couldn’t turn around or get 
out until the opposite door was opened. 

When the excitement died down, we break- 
fasted ‘on bacon and eggs and toast and apple- 
butter; then straightened up camp as we planned 
the day. Since Peter had never seen the river, 
I decided we'd make a leisurely start about 9 
o'clock and canoe downstream some four or 
five miles to Cardareva club where the Van 
Dykes ‘were fishing and where Ray Moss could 
bring dur car in to meet us and haul the canoe 
back. Ginnie and Rick, meanwhile, would spend 
the morning in the river; a plan that seemed 
ideal as the temperature climbed steadily.

AFTER WE’D RIGGED UP THE FLY RODS, 
we pushed off in the canoe and floated down- 
stream, fishing the shady banks and swift runs. 
But it was too hot for really good fishing and 
we got only an occasional strike. There were, 
however, many things of interest to show Peter 
along the river. A hen wood duck passed us on 
her way upstream—and not long afterward we 
saw the beautiful colored drake. American 
egrets and immature little blue herons, still in 
their white plumage, rose from the end of 
each gravel bar to let us pass. 


ONE THING WE NOTED with great disap- 
pointment was the general untidiness of every 
gravel bar where float fishermen make their 
camps. Without exception—and this included the 
beautiful spot where we'd pitched our camp— 
the bars were covered with litter that included 
beer cans, whisky bottles, sardine tins, fish 
heads, old tennis shoes, empty cartons, bread 
wrappers and all the other,trash that accum- 
ulates around an untended, sloppy camp. 

Certainly this violates the first rule of wilder- 
ness etiquette, which is always to leave your 
camp site as clean as nature made it in the 
first place. And nowhere is this easier to do 
than on Current river, where only a moment is 
needed to bury all litter deep in the sand. As a 
matter of good business and of retaining the 
good-will of future customers and of folks. who 
live along the rivers, every float trip outfitter 
should insist on their guides maintaining clean 
and spotless camps.

If West analyzes 
the situation thoroughly he will 
realize that the very excellence 
of his spades is an argument 
against the lead of that suit. 

The reasoning 18 this: 

could not have counted.on West 


for such solidity in the spade 
suit, and since South is clearly 
marked with the spade ace, East 


could not have doubled three 
no-trump with the idea of get- 
ting a spade lead, for the simple 
reason that he cannot have a 
suppo card the suit. 
Thus, the double must be based 
on the strong desire for a dia- 
mond lead. West should have 
no great difficulty in visualizing 
an East hand very much like 
the actual case—long, almost 
solid diamonds, with a per 
in the most vital side suit, clubs.
